NEW YORK — The guinea 
pig 


which attained the greatest age ev- 
er recorded for a guinea pig -was 
drunk every day of its life except 
Sundays since it was one year old, 
according to official reports of the 
Cornell university medical 
school, 


where large numbers of guinea pigs 
have been mado^drnnk- daily for 12 
years. This is the longest experi- 
ment ever made for the stady of 
the effects of alcohol and is now 
drawing to a close. 
About 5,000 


guinea pigs have been used, some 
as alcoholics and others as normal 
animals for comparison with the al- 
coholics. 


The Methusaleh of the 5,000 lived 


into its eighth year, an age for a 
guinea pig equivalent to more than 
75 years for a man. So far as the 
records examined by Dr. Charles R, 
Stockard show, no other guinea pig 
has ever beaten this record for 
longevity, and this guinea pig never 
went sober through any 
weekday 


from the end of its first year until 
the day of its death. In spite of its 
great age, it was alert, robust and 
vigorous to the very last, accord- 
ing to the official report of the sci-

Illinois Central System Clears Up Point 


About Railway Net Income 


/ 


The net railway operating income of the'Class I railroads of .the United States for, 


19-?! was at the rate of 3.31 per cent upon their tentative .valuation as established by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission for rate-making purposes. Many have construed 
this to mean that the railroads realized a net income of 3.31 per cent available for divi- 
dends, -enlargements and improvements. 
This is far frrfm-being true. There is a great 


difference between "net railway operating income" and "net income." - 


Accounting methods are prescribed for the railroads by the Interstate Commerce 


Commission, and they are uniform for all railroads,. After all operating expenses and 
taxes have be'en provided for, and uncollectable accounts have been deducted, and after 
funds 'have been set aside for the payment of rentals on equipment and- joint facilities, 
the balance left over from revenues is called "net railway operating inconre," which was 
for 1921 the 3.31 per cent referred to. Most railroads have some income from sources 
other'than railway operations, such as. interest, and dividends on securities owned, 
which, added to the "net railway operating income," constitutes' what is known -as 
"gross income." 
-

There are certain fixed charges, however, which must be paid before the "net in- 


come" is established, chief among these ^being interest on the. bonds and the rental of 
leased lines. After making deductions for these, it is estimated that there was prac- 
tically nothing left of either the "net railway operating income'L'of. 3.S1 per. cent or the 
"gross income." In other words, tihe railroads had no "net income" for 1921. 


Some railroads fared better than others during 1921, just as some, business men 


and farmers fared better than'others. 'Preferable location, foresighted management, 
superior machinery with which .to work—these are elements which have their influence 
in the showing made by a railroad, as they have in every other business enterprise. 


The railroads cannot serve the public adequately unless they are able to enlarge 


and improve their properties'as the.requirements of the 'country for transportation ser- 
vice develop 
In order for the i-aUroads 'to grow, their securities must /be attractive 


to investors, for the funds'"they receive fronrthe issuance :of securities are used in im- 
proving their properties.

the tenant farmer. 


There is no sound evidence to connect these 


organizations. They ware riot affiliated. They 
were nonpolitical. A community of interest, the 
fact that the membership was made up of the 
same class of workers, the tenant farmer, is 
responsible in establishing an apparent connec- 
tion.

working farmer, making an Honest effort to 
support his family.

In fact, there were vessels that suffered 
very severe accidents which were loaded at 
other ports, • and which vessels were brought 
back to the port of Philadelphia and reloaded 
properly by the members of this I. W. W. union. 


Mr. Gilbert E. Roe of New York / presented, 


the case of Daniel O'Connell of California. 
At the close of his statement, Representative 
Reavis 'of Nebraska, a member of the Judiciary 
Committee, asked Mr. Roe the following ques- 
tion: 


"I do not know whether you were in here 


this morning, but I have the same question 
of procedure in mind that I had this morning, 
and I want to ask your judgment about it. 
Here is a resolution which, in effect, if re- 
ported out and passed by Congress, will be 
a recommendation to the President to grant 
a general amnesty for all political prisoners. 
You come to us in a case where a conviction was 
had in a nisi prius court; judgment was passed, 
a verdict by the jury; the court, overruled a 
motion for a new trial' and a motion to direct 
a verdicj:, and tbe case was affirmed by the 
United States Supreme Court. Now it may be 
the one you represented in the United States Su- 
preme Court is not guilty and should not have 
been convicted, but" do you think that this 
committee under its responsibility and in view 
of the duty it has not only to these prisoners 
but to the country at large would be justified on 
an ex parte statement', in the face of the record 
of two courts in this case, in asking 
general 


amnesty because one man may have been er- 
roneously convicted?"

R. ROE replied as follows: 
"Now if I might take up the time to reply 


specifically to that, your honor. I fully appre- 
ciate the seriousness of the question that you 
put and the responsibility you gentlemen must 
feel, and I have not talked upon the "general 
subject of amnesty.' I was asked to present 
the O'Connell case, and I have presented that 
and I do hope that it will have the serious 
consideration of the committee and that the 
dommittee, because of its position of great 
power and responsibility, will find some way 
to be of assistance in procuring the pardon, an 
application for which is pending. Now, sir, 
that .is., as frank as my duty goes here today, 
but in order that there may be no possible lack 


l of frankness on my part I will say to this in 


response to the further suggesslion which you 
make: I think that the question of amnesty 
with regard to all men and women who were 
convicted of violating statutes passed, as,.war 
measures ought to be reviewed in the light of 
certain historical facts. 
' 
- 


You will remember, gentlemen, that this war 


began over in Europe in 1914 some three years 
before we came into it. For three years it 
was preached 'to the people of . this country 
through the press, by their political leaders and 
through all the sources of information th.at 
they were wont to consider, that it, was • war 
in which we should 
remain strictly neutral. 


We saw Belgium invaded and it was no cause 
for war, we were told; -we saw the-'Lusitania 
sunk and still no-cause for war and we went 
through a presidential 
campaign in • 1916 in 


which the issue was that the President kept 
•us out of war, 
and he was reelected upon 


that basis, and I think the gentlemen here "will 
agree with, me that that .is a correct statement 
of what 'occurred, whatever his 
biographers 


may say nbou't it.. And then suddenly, without 
any great dramatic act which focused-the at- 
tention of the people of-this country upon the 
subject, we found ourselves, in the war by the 
declaration of war. of April 6, 1917. 
f. . ' . 


"Now please bear in'mind those facts. 
I 


think that we always should, when we come 
to weigh, the conduct of anyone 
who took' a 


'position hostile to.the ..war, remember the peo- 
ple's mind did-hot change quickly."They did 
not understand the effect of this exchange of 
'notes which occurred subsequent .to" tHe election 
in 1916 and prior .to the declaration'of-wtir. 


"Then what followad?-.Almost.'immediately'

the draft act was passed. 
Now, I have not 


any doubt,' sir, that there -were men who were 
just as devoted to the principle: of liberty, 
as they believed, in their opposition to the draft 
act as the men who went abroad to fight our 
battles in foreign 
lands. 
They remembered 


perhaps that W-sbster had said, that Clay had 
said, what others had said. We 'remember how 
the draft act was denounced during the .Civil 
War and never adopted until the very close of 
the war, and here a 'draft act was thrust upon 
the people at the very, beginning of the late 
war. And O'Connell was one of lihese men. He 
never had any idea of violating the law, but he 
felt. the 
draft 
was • unconstitional 
and 


that the protection of the liberties- of the people 
of this country- required that it should be de- 
clared unconstitutional. 


Then you had this situation: . You had the 


espionage law passed which said that anyone 
while tbe United States is at war who . shall 
service shall be punished, etc. 
Any man who 


got up and made a speech against the draft 
act, and said no more than Webster had said 
against it in 1814 ,must • have 
intended 
to 


interfere. 
It was left 'to a jury to find 


out 
whether 
that' intent 
existed' or not 


from the language, used. 
Now that was the 


way men were convicted, and you know, how 
we all felt at the time. The,draft set had been 
put over, it had been made the law, and then' 
the press of the country, ,the political leaders of 
the country, and I think a majority of the peo- 
ple felt that anyone who opposed the draft on 
constitutional grounds or any other grounds 
was obstructing the war, and the jurors' pat-_ 
riotism ran high, so all you needed to do was to 
show that a man had made a speech -or writ- 
ten a letter in which he declared that the draft 
act was an obnoxious act and a^bad measure 
and all that, and you got these convictions. -Now 
that I know .was the general principle on- which 
scores of men were convicted. I defended a 
few cases,'not very many. In my work in the- 
Supreme Court I sent for., all the bulletins-and 
the Attorney General gave me airthe "bulletins 
of the district courts where these cases had 
teen reported and I.read them all, and it is.my. 
conviction that the great 
majority of these 


cases'grew out of that situation. 
• ' ..

Do You Remember 


Do the "grown ups" of today for vfhom the 


Vilas.Park zoo in a special attraction, recall" the 
thrills of earlier years when glancing through 
the small openings in a- high board-fence en- 
closing the M. J. Hoven stock-yard on East 
Johnson street, directly across from what is 
now the city pumping station. 


The openings 
(knot holes at-a convenient 


height in the boards) afforded an excellent view 
of frisky calves, sedate sheep and prime cattle, 
—formidable because of their long boms. . 


The period of dehorning ca.mfi many years 


later, about 1889. • 


These supplies were secured "on the hoof" 


from nearby farms, 
by^ Mr. Hoven, former 


mayor and proprietor of the second w_ard meat 
market, 101 North Hamilton street. The herds 
were usually driven from the country to the 
stock-yard, where sheep and'calves only were 
prepared for market. 
Cattle and "porkers" 


were transferred, as 
needed, to the Andrew 


Hippcnmeyer yards on the. shore of Lake Mo- 
nona, •ju'st south of what'was then Orton Park 
—and slaughtered for fifty cents a head. Mr. 
Hoven succeeded Dolferd and Nickles as pro- 
prietor of the Hamilton street market in 1872, 
and after thirty years was succeeded by his, 
son-in-law, John Hartmeyer, whp with his as- 
sociate, .A. W. Braun, still occupies the old; mar- 
ket, and like his predecessor, continues" the cus- 
tom of personally selecting his stock from the 
surrounding farms. 
His stock-yard and con- 


crete hide and pelt house are beyond Sherman 
avenue, on North street.

During his business: career, Mr. Hoven pur- 


chased the tract that is now Lakewood. and 
the stock-yard of pioneer days, on East John- 
son street, was abandoned—much to the regret 
of children in t'«e vicinity, w whose most spec- 
tacular dreams of animaldom -were not com- 
parable to the menagerie at Vilas Park that^has 
been- made a reality for the children of,today.
